Enzliſh and 1rif5 Wools,and Yarn,and Fullers« 

earth, may be further ſtrengthened , where 

they are found deficient 3 becauſe we are 

thereby at preſenr robb'd of our beſt and moſt Staple- 

Trade. The French, Dutch, Flemings, and others, have at 

preſent thoſe vaſt quantities and conſtant Supplies from us, 

as that they therewith give Imployment to ar leaſt 200000, The Dutch, 
perſons, whileſt we muſt ſadly look upon, and maintain as LOO Ke: 
many of our own poor, who are rendred miſcrable for want perſons in work 
of Work : And this deſtroyes and ſpoils our Trade every 9 our Wools, 
where, becauſe they having our Wools in fo great plenty, 

can make Cloth very much cheaper than we can deliver it 

co them, which otherwiſe *'twere impoſlible for them to do. 

This Evill being prevented, we ſhould not only have opportu- 

nity to imploy our own Poor, bur, ſell ſo much the more of 

our Commodities in Forain parts ; by which we ſhould gain 

the whole Manufacury and benefit of our induſtry of ſfomuch —- 

Wool as chey now ſteal fromus, which would be of very 

high honour and advantage to theſe Kingdoms. Certainly,

The Dutch in Eaſt-India Company of Holland are at preſent Maſters of the 
yam on Grand Spice-Trade 1n India;they conſider and calculate what 
order inch quamtities of each ſort rhey ought to bring home to furniſh 
Eaft-Indies. their ſeveral Markets ; and in ſuch a way and proportion of 
Importation, asto keep up the Price and Reputation of their 
Commodity ; and therefore it they finde they have too great 

a Crop in 1ndia, they only bring home their juſt proportion, 

and burn all the reſt, and yet loſe not a penny thereby, bur 

ris thoſe that come to buy of them that pay for what is 

burned ; becauſe they not only ſave ſo much Fraight and 

Charges, but make as much or more of what they Import, 

than if they had brought home their full Crop, to glut or 

overlay the Market. From whence I think I might conclude, 

that our Wools 'are the leſs worth with us at home, and 

our Manufactures the lefs in eſteem abroad z becauſe ſo much

ſands ofhouſes, we have lying void ; and how much Land ly- 

ing waſte, not only in our Inland Countrey, bur alſo along our 
Sea-Coaſts ; I have by very good reaſon been perſwaded to 

believe that many of thoſe poor induſtrious people (who now 

live under ſundry ſtraights and opprefſions) would caſily be 

invited to remove their poor and wilde Habitations, it t2cy 

might find entertainment with us.
